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Small  Office  louses  Lost  and  Found,  Traffic  Department

One  of  the  busiest  places  on 
campus  is  a tiny  office  at  the 
south  end  of  Wymount  Dining 
Hall,  the  Security  office.  Hous- 
ed within  it  is  a real  thriving 
concern,  the  Lost  and  Found 
Department. 

Last  year  the  department  re- 
turned 8000  articles  valued  at 
more  than  $65,000. 

LOST  AND  Found  does  a 
great  volume  of  work  labeling 
and  cataloging  thousands  of 
lost  articles,  and  notifying  their 
owners  if  they  are  known.  Even 
so,  Walter  T.  Read,  office  man- 
ager and  traffic  coordinator, 
says  hundreds  of  students  fail  to 
claim  lost  possessions  each  quar- 
ter. “We  get  a little  of  every- 
thing in  here,  and  some  things 
are  very  valuable,’*  says  Mr. 
Read. 

A little  room  set  aside  for  lost 
objects  is  stocked  with  4000  to 
5000  misplaced  possessions  dat- 
ing back  to  fall  quarter  1956. 
Articles  from  that  quarter  will 


scion  be  given  to  a charity,  ac- 
cording to  Read.  Consequently, 
any  student  who  lost  anything 
in  Provo  within  the  past  year 
should  check  the  Security  office 
as  soon  as  possible. 

EVEN  IF  those  who  visit  the 
Lost  and  Found  aren't  success- 
ful in  locating  their  lost  poses- 
sion,  they  may  be  able  to  help 
solve  some  of  the  mysteries  of 
the  department.  There  are  a 
number  of  objects  which  can’t 
be  cataloged  because  no  one 
seems  to  know  what  they  are.
